“Colonel Scotland was so nice und 
had a feeling of such comradeship 
townrds me that I did not wish to 
endanger him by one word,” Kes- 
gelring said. “I had the feellng thot, 
moved by {friendship for me, he 
might have given me more docu- 
ments for study thnn he was au- 
thorised to by higher authorities.” 


Meaningless To Court
